WIDOW’S CLAIM FOR

An action for damages for the death of 
her husband was brought by Mrs. Margaret 
O'Connell, Cleevemount, Tipperary, on her 
own behalf and on behalf of her four children, 
Daniel (18), Michael (17), William (14) and 
Elizabeth (11), against the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners and Layrence McGrath, Her- 
bertstown, Co. Limerick, and Timothy 
Humphries, Gerald Griffin street, Limerick. 

It- was stated that the plaintiff's husband, 
Daniel O'Connell, manager of the Tipperary 
branch of the Condensed Milk Company of 
Ireland (1928), was in a motor car the pro- 
perty of Mr. J. J. Power, Maple House, 
Knocklong, in Cork on the 11th December 
last, when it was driven into the River Lee 
and both men were drowned. She alleged 
that the defendants, the Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners, were negligent, because they failed 
to fence the docks and wharves and to main- 
tain them in a safe condition for traffic; that 
they omitted to fence off a dangerous portion 
of the wharf, and that they permitted their 
servants to remove a guard chain which pro- 
tected traffic on the highway from entering. 
the river. ; 

The other two defendants were sued as the 
ersonal representatives of the late J. J. 
ower, the driver of the car, who, it was 
alleged, negligently drove the car. 

All the defendants denied negligence. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., Mr. Brereton Barry, 
K.C., and Mr. J. J. Walsh (instructed ty 
Mr. Patrick J. O'Sullivan) appeared for the 

laintiff; Mr. F, FitzGibbon, K.C., Mr. J. 

FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. W.. O’B. 
FitzGerald (instructed by Mr. John J. 
Coakley) for the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners; and Mr. Costello, K.C., Mr. Roe, 
K.C., and Mr. J.-A. Burke (instructed by 
Messrs. Ja nes O'Connor and Co.) for Laurence 
McGrath and Timothy Humphries. 

Opening the plaintiff’s case, Mr. Lavery 
said that Mr. O’Connell on the day of his 
death was in Cork, in company with Mr. 
Power, who was another creamery manager, 
on the business of his company. In the even- 
ing Mr. Power was driving his motor car 
en route for home, with Mr. O’Conaell as 
passenger. When leaving Cork Mr. Power 
apparently took a wrong turn, and, instea:l 
of turning down a street which would have 
led him to a bridge across the River Lee, he 
went into Parnell place, at the end of which 
the river ran. Ordinarily the quayside was 
protected by a chain, which the Cork Har- 
bour Commissioners were bound to maintain, 
but at this point there was no chain and 
no indication of danger, and the car went 
straight cn over the quay and sank in the 
water. 

The incident was witnessed by a Civic 
Guard and other persons, Efforts were made

Shortly after the 
marriage she discovered that he was addicted 
to drink. He assaulted her repeatedly, and 
ultimately, at the beginning of this year, she 
was compelled to leave him and take her 
children awav with her. An order had been 
made that the respondent should pay £3 10s. 
a week alimony towards the support of the 
petitioner and her children, but he had not 
paid a single penny. 

Mr. Ryan, opening the case for the respon- 
dent, said that no one regretted what had 
occurred more than O'Donnell did. O'Donnell 
had no recollection of having beaten his wife, 
as he was in Bruff on the day he was alleged 
to have assaulted her, and got so drunk that 
he had to be carried home. One isolated 
assault should not be sufficient grounds for 
granting a divorce.

N appeal was brought on behalf <{ 
A Detective Officers, Owen Moore, John 

Condon, and John F. Rodgers, of 32 
Merrion square, Dublin, from a judgment of 
the High. Court for 300 in favour of Daniel 
Lynch, of Lyre, Carrignavar, Co. Cork, in his 
action for damages ‘“‘for loss and damage 
suffered by him by the killing of his gon, 
Michael Vatrick Lynch,” in Marsh's cattle 
yard, Copley street, Cork, on 13th August. 
1934, on the occasion of a sale of seized 
cattle. 

It was stated on behalf of the plaintiff at 
the trial of the action that members of the 
special branch of the detective division, in- 
cluding Detective Officers Moore, Condon and 
Rodgers, opened fire on civilians in Marsh's 
cattle yard, with revolvers and rifles, ani 
that Michael Patrick Lynch was fatally 
wounded. The shooting, the plaintiff alleged, 
was unnecessary and unjustifiable. 


DROVE THROUGH CORDONS 


The defendants pleaded that they were 
specially charged to protect a man named 
O'Neill, whose life had previously been 
threatened, and that a body of men, armed 
with sticks, batons and other weapons, and 
assisted by a crowd of about 2,000, drove a 
lorry through Garda cordons and pera 6 the 
jocked gate of the vard. If any member of 
the Garda fired upon crvilians they did so in 
the belief that shooting was necessary to 
protect life, property and public order, and 
that in these ¢ircumstances the death of 
Lynch was in point of law a justifiable homi- 
cide if he were a participant in the rioting, 
aud an accident not ‘involving liability in law 
if he were an innocent bystander. 

The trial judge decided that it was not 
necessary in the last resort for Moore, Condon 
and Rodgers to fire on the lorry and the men 
who came after it in order to protect the 


f lives of the prospective buyers; that the three 


defendants did not bona fide believe at the 
time that it was necessary as a last resort. to 
fire on the lorry and the men who came after 
it in order to protect the lives of the pro- 
spective buyers; that it was not an emer- 
gency in which, having regard to all the cir- 
cumstances, it was excusable or justifiable 
for the three defendants to fire on the lorry 
and the men following it in order to protect 
the lives of the prospective buyers; that the 
three defendants resorted to unjustifiable 
force in firing; and that Michaei Patrick 
Lynch received the injuries from which he 
died from the wrongful act or acts of the de- 
fendants acting as a group with a common 
unlawful purpose. 


GROUNDS OF APPEAL 


The appeal was brought on. the grounds 
that there was no evidence, or no sufficient 
evidence, to sustain the first four of these 
findings of the trial judge; that the judge 
was wrong in holding that in order to justify 
or excuse the action of the defendants they 
should have a bona fide belief that such firing 
was necessary as a last resort to protect the 
lives of the prospective buyers, and. that he 
should have held that the firing was the 
effective means that prevented a riotous mob 
organised to commit acts of violence from 
continuing in so doing, and that the defen- 
dants were entitled to use firearms to check 
the mob. 

Further grounds of appeal were that there 
was not sufficient evidence to establish that 
the plaintiff was a devendant of Michael 
Patrick Lynch within the meaning of the 


Fatal Injuries Act, 1846, or that he suffered ¥ 


any finanwia!l loss by his death; and that the 
sum of £300 awarded as compensation was 
excessive. 
McCarthy, K.C.; Mr. William 
i '., and Mr. Maher [instructed by 
Maurice O'Connor) appeared for the 
appellants; and Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C.; 
Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C.; Mr. FitzGerald 
Kenney, K.C.. and Mr. O’Driscoll (instructed 
by Mr. T. A. Buckley) for the respondent. 

Opening the appeal, Mr. Black said that 
the date of the death of Michael Patrick 
Lynch marked a period at which, in County 
Cork—and probably not confined to County 
Cork—there was a widespread conspiracy 
against the payment of land annuities to the 
Land Commission, That conspiracy took 
the form of organised obstruction of sheriffs’ 
sales of cattle which had been seized under 
warrants of the Land Commission, some- 
times accompanied by viclence on a large 
scale, as in this case. 

At the date of the death of Michael 
Patrick Lynch there was a sheriff's sale at 
Marsh’s Yard, Cork. It was part of the 
system to meet these conspiracies to send 
down individuals from Dublin or other parts 
of the country under assumed names as 
bidders, and in this case the name O'Neill 
would Joom very largely. In fact, there 
were three persons named O’Neill who 
were potential buyers at the sale. A 
lorry was ariven through the gate to this 
vard and shots were fired at the defendants, 
who were there to protect the lives of those 


bidders. 
“ DESPERADOES '' 


It was a concerted attempt by an organ- 
nised crowd of desperadoes to murder a num- 
ber of their fellow-countrymen who were 


‘doing nothing but faithfully and loyally dis-

I do-not see what rignt @ judge has 
to pronounce censure when there is nothing 
before him. ede OLS 

Mr. Black—It was essential for the judge 
to consider and weigh and pronounce Upon 
the conduct of the crowd, conduct which 
would have been open to censure of the

On the previous evening Mr. Justice Hanna 
stated that the jury’s answers to nine ques- 
tions put to them were rather complicated, 
and he would postnone judgment until after 
the matter had been argued before him.

They 
ound, among other things, that the letter 
was not a fair comment on the conduct of 
the plaintiff and his committee in connection 
with the question of the teachers’ salaries, 
but the letter was written in good faith and 
without malice. 

Mr. M. FitzGerald, K.C.,- who, with 
Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., and Mr, F. Sherr

and Proud) appeared for Mr. Courell, sub- 
mitted that the ambit of the privilege of 
self-defence had been exceeded, and that, on 
the jury's findings, the plaintiff was entitled 
to judgment. 

r. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr. K. Haugh {instructed 
by Mr. John 8. O’Connor) appeared for Mr. 
O’Grady, submitted that, on the findings, 
Mr. O’Grady was entitled to judgment. He 
cited a Supreme Court decision in Flynn 
against the Irish Sugar Co. that the jury’s 
verdict onthe findings of fact must be 
honoured, and that the party entitled to the 
findings as they stood must get judgment. 

He also cited a judgment of Mr. Justive 
FitzGibbon in the Supreme Court, in a case of 
Nevin and Carty, to show ‘that where self- 
defence was pleaded and privilege ruled by 
the judge, te plaintiff was not entitled to a 
verdict if the jury answered the question as 
to malice in the negative. Fair comment had 
been negatived by the jury, but another 
answer to the effect that the letter was 
written in good faith and without: malice, 
established the defence of self-defence. 

Mr. Lavery, following on the same side, 
argued that, the Court having ruled that the 
occasion was privileged, the defendant would 
be disentitled to judgment only if the jury 
found that there was malice. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that his view was 
that, when a person was attacked, the law 
gave him 4 qualified privilege of putting an 
answer to the charges, even though his 
answer was libellous, but the privilege was 
subject tc the qualification, that, the libel 
must be, in its terms, a.fair and reasonable 
answer, considering the nature of the charges 
made against the defendant. If the libellous 
answer was of such a character as to be fair 
and reasonable, it was protected by the 
privilege unless the plaintiff could establish 
want of good faith and establisi express 
malice against the defendant. But if the 


eyond what was a fair and reasonable 
answer, the plea of privilege was destroyed, 
and the question of good faith or malice of 
the defendant was irrelevant, and a finding 
thereof in his favour could not relieve him 
from liability. 

The privilege existed only so long as the 
comment was fair, and, as the jury had 
found that it was not fatr, the privilege was 
destroyed, and the finding of good faith and 
want of malice was, in his opinion, irrela- 
vant.

Irish Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., or its authorised 
agents, in connection with the sweep on the 
Cambridgeshire of 1935. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted, and 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs.

Belton, which placed him ahead of the Labour 
candidate, but only for a time 

The transfers of Miis Pearse’s votes elected 
Mr. Fogarty with a very large surplus. Of 
this surplus no less than 1,673 fell to tho 
Labour candidate, Mr MeGowan, who was 
the tifth to be declared elected.

Alter 35 years of construction about one- 
seventh of the huge project known as ‘* Adolf 
Hitler's Highways’’ has been finished, the 
whole to embrace some 7,000 kilometres. 
Never before, perhaps, has a project of this 
kind been carried through with such 6 
and efficiency as this latest road construction 
programme in Germauy be 

On May 1, 1933, the first ‘‘ National Labour 

Day,” Adolf. Hitler, pecan hundreds of 
thousands assembled at Templehof Field, near 
Berlin, formally announced this gigantic plan.

T the frst the end of the summer of 1936 


‘enacted, and on September 23, three months 


afterwards, actual work was begun, the 
Reich. Chanceiler. himself turning over 
the first spadeful of ground at the open- 
ing ceremonies.

Mannheim road. and to-day, after three years, 
motor cars are running through all parts of 
the country over the first 1, kilometres of 
Reich motor roads.

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net-work of some 7,000 kilometers, or about 
4,375. miles of new roads. These will serve 
as lines of communication between all the 
important business and industrial centres of 
Germany. and new centres will probably grow 
-up where these roads have their junctions. 
Most of the new roads will follow the 
old ‘‘trade routes’? of centuries ago 
One of them, for example, runs from 
the Dutch German frontier near Wesel; 
thence via Cologne-Frankfort-Nuremberg 
and Regensburg to Passau, This same 
route was used in medieval times by the 
merchants of Holland when plying their trade 
up the Rhine and down the Danube to the 
Balkans, and thence via Constantinonle to the 
Mrient. Another of the new roads follows the 
trail of the old trade route from the Rhmeland 
via Cologne-Erfurt-Leipzig and Breslau to 
Upper Silesia. This route was originally used 
hy the merchants of Flanders on their way 
te Poland and Russia. The old trade route 
of the Middle Ages from the Baltic Sea to the 
\lediterranean, over the Brenner Pass, will 
be revived by the new motor road, 
Koenigsherg-Stettin-Berlin-Leipzig-Munich. 


TO THE FRONTIERS 


According to the plans adopted, all sections 
of the new motor road system will be built 
right up to the German frontiers, indicating 
that they are intended to form a part of an 
international European net-work of roads for 
motor traffic. 

A fixed standard

etc., of these roads. 
two separate motor- 
ways, each 25 feet wide. and divided 
by a 16-foot greensward, which will be 
planted with trees or shrubs, in order 
te shield ‘the driver of a car from the glare 
of headlights coming in the opposite direc | 
tion, There will be no grade-crossings, as 
these will be replaced in every instance by 
bridges or vieducts. Special turn-outs will be: 
provided for.-cars desiring to enter upon or 
leave fhe: main road, so that they. may take, 
either direction. without having -to cross the 
main highway. - In this connection there are 
still many -difficulties and. obstac'es to be 
met and overcome. This is particularly true 
of the densely -populated.. regions through 
which the: motor road runs, such as the Ruhr 
Basin; which is already overcrowded with” 
railway: lines and highwavs. Near Kaiser- 
berg, in the Ruhr, the Reich Motor road 
must cross .c'even railway lines, seventeen 
ordinary highways. and two canals, In she 
Essen. district there are forty sets of railwav 
tracks to be crossed, 103° roads and high- 
ways and twenty rivers or canals, 

Special cate is being taken not to spoil o 
detract from the. natural hearty of the 
country throngh which these roads pass, A 
whole staff of landscape specialists have been 
employed for “the bias purpose of studying 
the problem of avoiding monotony in the 
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every taste and pocket, ensuring unrivalled 
value in health, comfort, sport and amuse- 
ment. To avoid disappointment and worry, 
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landscape “wherever this is possible. Much 
depends upon the lay of the land in each par- 
ticular district, but it has been demonstrated 
that many motor accidents have been due to 
nervous fatigue, and that such fatigue is 
aggravated by hours of endless monotony in 
the surrounding country through which one 
is driving. . Moreover, on these new roads 
the motorist will be able to travel at higher 
speed, and, at the sdme time, with entire 
safety. This will undoubtedly mean new busi- 
ness for motor car manufacturers, and there 
ts no guestion but that new models of cars, 
both for private and business purposes, are 
being evolved and perfected. Neither the 
old type of touring car nor the old type of 
racer will long be adhered to in this new 
age of motoring. One solution seems to 
have been found in the so-called “ stream- 
line ” model of car body. Motors also will 
have to be improved as to speed and general 
efficiency in view of the much greater dis- 
tances which will be travelled. 


TRUCKS TO BENEFIT 


There is still another branch of the auto 
inobile industry which will vastly benefit 
from these new motor roads—namely, the 
motor truck industry. This traffic has been 
much handicapped by being unable to make 
any kind of speed owing to miertor roads 
{t has been shown that on the new Reich 
motor roads it will be practicable tu .rans- 
port fresh fish from North Sea purts to 
ports in Southern Germany, whereas up to 
now such shipments were only possible as 
far as Central Germany. On the other hand, 


Bavarian dairy products can now be Stuipped 
fresh for daily delivery in the North Pre 
viously this was only possible as far as the 
Danabe. What is true of fish and milk 
shipments applies also to the rapid trans. 
portation of fresh vegetables and fruits from 
the regions where they are grown tu the 
large centres of consumption. 

Geneyally speaking, the new Reich motor 
roads will open up new traffic facilities 
everywhere, and will serve to co-ordinate 
urban and rural activity and interests, 
bringing the people of the city and thuse 
from the country into closer touch—which 
is one of the most important aims of 
National Socialist economic politics.

GREEN CROPS TO SOW NOW

In February and March we are. short of 
green stuff, even of grass, and cattle look 
thin. and shrivelled. Then we promise our- 
selves that never again will we endure such a 
lean period, but by the time June hag arrived 
we have forgotten the times of scarcity in the 
luxuriance all around us. For that reason 
perhaps so few of us sow a green Crop. 

By, all appearances this should be an ideal 
season for putting in some rape: or .rye or 
both and so giving ourselves plenty of green 
stuff in the spring and incidentally drying 
and tilling the soil. A crop of rape sowed 
now. at about 8lbs. to the acre will give a 
couple of ton of good feeding matter and will 
employ the land usefully until next ‘spring 
when it can be eleared off in time for another 
year, 

18 to 20 stone of rye sowweil néxt month 
will give ns also abundant green stuff at a 
scarce time of the year and leave the land 
clean and easily tilled for a further crop,

A MEMORIAL TO LENIN 


—- >~- --- 


Designed as a monument to Lenin, the 
Palace of Soviets. whose foundations are now 
being sunk on the banks of the Moscow 
River, will be the largest and tallest buildin 
in the world. Much work on the part o 
eminent Soviet architects, such as B. Yofan, 
Academician V. Shchuko, and Professor Vv. 
Helfreich, has gone into the planning of it. 

The Great Hall of the Palace, designed to 
accommodate 20,000 people, will be in the 
shape of a vast circular amphitheatre of ol 
rows. The amphitheatre will be 123 metres 
in diameter, Mil will occupy an area of 12,000 
square metres, with a total volume of 970,000 
cubic metres. The Hall will be over 100 
metres high. The Small Hall, with seating 
capacityfor 5,775 people, will have an area 
of about 3,500 square metres, a volume of 
84,000 cubic metres, and a height of 32 
metres, This will be the largest theatre in 
Europe. The stage will measure 1,200 square 
metres, with a portal measuring 40 x 22 
metres. The seats will be arranged in the 
form of an amphitheatre, with a narrow 
balcony. Like the Great Hall, the Small Hall 
will have refreshment rooms, smoking rooms, 
lobbies. ete. There will also be two 
auditoriums, each seating 500 people, and 
two with seating accommodation. for 200 
people each, as well as a library large 
enough to hold half a million volumes. 

The building, which is circular in shape, 
will have terraces on the tower section for 
viewing Moscow. ‘The upper terrace at the 
base of the givantic statue of Lenin (100 
metres high) will be at a height of over 325 
metres from the ground. The underground 
section of the Palace will have a useful 
capacity of 109,000 square metres, and will 
accommodate the sanitation, ventilation, heat- 
ing, water supply and electric supply systems. 

The problem of filling and evacuating the 
building, which. will hold simultaneously up 
to 30,000 people, has. been solved by the 
arrangement ol entrances and exits at ditferent 
levels and the extensive use of mechanical 
transportation (there will be 62 escalators and 
¥9 lifts, not counting emergency and house 
units). Full clearance of the Great Hall will 
be effected in ten minutes. The foundation 
of the central part of the building is being 
laid at a depth of 17-18 metres Nie the 
existing level of the Moscow River. The 
total area of the Palace of Soviets comprises 
nearly 110,000 square metres, and the volume 
about 65 million c. metres. The exterior fac- 
ing of the building (which will be of natural 
stone) will require 190,000 square metres of 
slabs, and the interior facing 156,000 sa. 
metres. The Palace, including the statue of 
Lenin, will be 420 metres high.

One 
of his sons, Robert Boyle, who lived for 
some time on College Green, was the 
eminent man of science who founded and 
endowed the Boyle Lectures.

Pepys records the 
appointment of Robert to accompany an 
expedition to Flushing; and the “ Great 
Earl,” in his autebiography written in 
1632, recounts a journey which must have

"After Jeaving Shandon Castle, near Cork, 
at two o'clock on a Monday morning, and 
making use of Sir Walter Raleigh’s ship 
the Pilgrim, he arrived in London, trans- 
acted his business, and dined with friends 
in the Strand on the Tnesday.

For the period 1926-1937, however, births 
registered in Northern Ireland numbered 
280,641, as compared with 431,148 for 1911- 
1926, and deaths registered were 199,806 and 
317,545, respectively, over the same periods. 
The excess of births over deaths, therefore, 
was 80,235 (1926-1937) and 6,030 (1911-1926). 

During present cent the average 
annual numbers of births deaths regis- 
tered have shown a tendency to decrease, the 
former to decrease the more rapidly, with 
the result that the average annual excess 
of births over deaths has shown a tendency 
to decline.

NIGHT SHELTER FOR 
HOMELESS MEN

DUBLIN CHARITY'S GOOD 


WORK 


During the year 1936 no fewer than 29,620 
men were admitted to the free night shelter 
in Back lane, Dublin, and 59,344 free meals 
were provided, it is stated in the annual 
rt of the Committee of Management. 
Although the Shelter was built for, and is 
primarily intended for, homeless Catholic 
men, the report states that no man is refused 
admission on account of his religion. The 
only distinction made is that members of 
other faiths are not asked to join in the 
prayers. 
Since its foundation in 1912 at the request 
of the late Dr. Walsh, Archbishop of Dubliu, 
the home has sheltered 702,774 men and pro- 
vided 1,308,935 free meals, which have en- 
tailed an expenditure of £13,657. 
The relief given consists of a free bed and 
two free meals daily for a period of fourteen 
days, or longer, i . The food is

TRIBUTE to the qualities of the Most 
A Rev. Dr, d’Arcy, Lord Primate, who 

is retiring, was paid by the Right Rev, 
Dr. Barton, Bishop of Kilmore, in the course 
of his address at the annual meeting of the 
Diocesan Synod in the Protestant Hall to- 
Gav. 

At the start of the proceeding the following 
resolution was passed with acclamation :— 
“ That, this Synod, at its first meeting since 
Their Majesties’ Coronation, begs respectively 
to tender His Majesty King George VI. and 
Queen Elizabeth its dutiful homage and ser- 
vice, and expresses the hope that God will 
give them a long, prosperous and peaceful 
reign. 

Lord Farnham, D.S,0., who pro the 
resolution, said that any words of his would 

» almost superfluous in recommending it to 
an audience such as that comprised in the 
Synod. There were aspects in regard to the 
Coronation which were unusual and novel. 
Their Majesties had been called upon to take 
up the burdens which the Crown involved in 
most unusual, and to them, very painful cir. 
cumstances. They had planned and were lead- 

sc a very different life of their own, and 
were very happy in that life, but 
when called upon by’ the . nation, 

rather the nations of the Common- 
wealth, owing to the circumstances which 
had so unexpectedly arisen, they laid all that 
aside, and, responding to the call, took up 
the responsibilities and heavy and exacting 
duties which wearing a crown entailed. They 
had already shown how seriously they had 
taken their duties and how they intended to 
serve the people. 

Another aspect was the part which wireless 
had played in the Coronation sepia Se He 
the speaker) had had the great privilege of 
having been allowed to take pa-t in the 
Service and ceremony in Westminster Abbey, 
but owing to wireless all of them had been 
able to take part.- It must have been brought 
home to all of then how much the Crown 
meant in the welfare and good of the great 
Commonwealth of Nations and how much it 
might influence the whole religious life of 
the people. They must also have been filled 
with renewed hope for the future of their 
faith and Christ’s Church as a whole. 

It was with a fuller meaning and greater 
sense of reality than ever before that they 
prayed that God would give the King and 
Queen a long, prosperous and peaceful reign 
and sustain them in the arduous duties which 
they had so nobly taken up. | 

Colonel M. L. 8. Clements seconded the 
resolution and those present sang “ God Save 
the King.” 


TRIBUTE TO PRIMATE 


Dr. Barton, in his address to the Synod, 
said that they noted with regret that the 
resignation of the Primate was to take effect 
at the end of the present quarter) It had 
been his good fortune to serve under Dr. 
PD’ Arey all the time he was Bishop of Down, 
The Primate was one who had been able to re- 
present the Church ot Ireland at any assemblv, 
whether in England, Anstralia, New Zealand, 
Canada, or on the Continent of Enrope. 
and by clarity of intellect and wideness of 
learning bring her renown. The late Provost 
Mahafty had told him that Primate D'Arcy 
stood in the front rank of the world’s philoso- 
nhers, and yet he had heard him give a foree- 
ful talk in the simplest language to a Bible 
class which was composed mostly of bare- 
footed lads on the Shankill) road, Belfast. 

Dr. D’Arey had been elected chairman of 

' most important Bishops’ Committee con- 

ted with the last Lambeth Conference, and 

e now famous report of that committee was 

zely a product of his brain. In such realms 

knowledge as hbird-life and botany one 
found the Archbishop to be a first-élass 
authority, and he (the speaker) had listened 
in admiration to his conversation with an 
Oxford Don on aspects of English literatu¥e. 

The Church of Canada this year was cele- 
brating the 150th anniversary of her existence 
as a Charch with a bishop of her own. Her 
first bishop, Charles Inglis, Bishop of Nova 
Scotia, was a son of the Church of Ireland. 
His father had been a rector of Columkille, 
in the Derry Diocese. The Bishop of Ossory 
would represent the Church of Ireland at the 
Canadian Church celebrations this autumn. 

Next year the fourth ceritenary of the publi- 
cation of the Bible in English and the provi- 
sion that an English Bible should be placed in 
every parish church would be celebrated. He 
intended to fix a Sunday on which from every 
pulpit : in the iocese would he 
preached a sermon on the place 
in the Church and national life of the 
book, which, in the words of T. H. Huxley 
had been woven into the life of all that was 
noblest and best in English history. 


THE NAME “CATHOLIC ”’ 


Those two celebrations, said Dr. Barton 
which reminded them of their unity with 
other bodies outside the Church of baile 
suggested thoughts on the true meaning of 
Catholicrty. The Christian Church was made 
up of believers in all nations. The Church 
of Ireland, as they were reminded often, 
was both Protestant and Catholic. She was 
Protestant in so far as she protested against 


. false doctrines which had crept mto the 


tear an of the Western Churches, and abuses 
which had become prevalent in the Middle 
Ages; in her life and organisation. She was 
Catholic as being a member of the Universal 
Church of Christ. 

‘We must protest against the false use 
oi the word, which would confine it to any 
one section of the Church, and make it to 
stand for ‘isolation’ and sectarianism, which 
ave the exact opposite of its true meaning, 
The word ‘ Catholic’ has also what we might 
term an internal meaning. Catholic 
Church, such as we claim to be, is t 
merely a part of the Universal Church ‘of 
Christ, but should be in spirit also ‘Catholic ’ 
or all-containmg. We must recognise that 
in such a Church there is room for mén of 
all classes and nearly all shades of 
opinion, God has so made men that ua 
indrviduals they view life from different 
angles, No two men ever hold exactly the 
same opinions about anything. Two men will 
hold diametrically opposite opinions as to 
the qualities of certain kinds of music, the 
beauty of Bach or the attractiveness of jazz; 
they will differ as regards the best methods 
of farming, and we shall always find them 
holding widely divergent views with regard 
to politics and religion. It would be a dull 
world otherwise. But such differences of 
opinion offer no valid reason why they should 
not worship God in the same church.” 

A Catholic Church, said Dr, Barton, must 
open her doors to men of varied outlook, even 
in such matters as politics and religion. They 
should not mae the absurd and hopeless 
endeavour of trying to reduce the opinions 
of all members of the Church to & dull level 
of universal agreement, Against abuses and 
un-Christian faiths they protested as 
Protestants, but they must refuse to crab or 
confine the spirit of the Church by insisting 
that all other members theréof must believe 
and act exactly as they did. is : 

“That,” said Dr, Barton, '“is the spirit 
of sectarianism gone mad.”

The Irish lifeboat service has a wonderful 
history and great traditions. The cost of 
maintaining the Irish lifeboats Pa year was 

10,000, of which the sum of £6,047 was 
subscribed by the Irish people. The people 
of Ireland are justly proud of their lifeboats 
and the crews that man them, 

The Kilmore lifeboat station was estab- 
lished in 1847. After a lanse it was revived 
in 1884, and in 33 service launches since 
establishment no less than 57 lives have been 
rescued, 

Since 1824, in 113 years, the Lifeboat 
Institution has given rewards for rescue from 
shipwreck round the coast of Great Britain 
and Ireland of over 65,000 lives, and these 
figures represent only the men and women 
actually saved from destruction; think of 
them in terms of families, dependents, 
friends, and it can be seen that they repre- 
sent an almost incalculable number of people 
who have been saved by the lifeboat from 
sorrow and suffering. 

The most remarkable thing about the life- 
boat service is that it is voluntary. The 
crews earn their living in other ways, and, 
when the call comes, voluntarily accept as 
the duty of those who live on the coast the 
hardships and perils of the service. The life- 
boat stations are administered by voluntary 
committees and honorary secretaries, all of 
whom will always be on'v too glad to give 
information to the general public. The life- 
boat service surely demands the best atten- 
tion and support. Funds to maintain the 
wonderful standard of efficiency are always 
needed, and it is hoped that the knowledge 
and needs of the service will spread through. 
out Ireland so that we may claim that every 
Trish man and every Irish woman has some 
share in the supnort and maintenance of the 
lifeboats.

United States Minister to the 
Irish Free State, Mr, Alvin Mansfield 
Owsley, who left Dublin on the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Com- 
pany’s Lady Munster last night, was 
the most enthusiastic ever accorded 
to a diplomatist leaving this country. 

Mr. Owsley motored from the American 
Legation in Phoenix Park to the centre of 
the city, where he was received by the 
Lord Mhaise (Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
T.D.) and members of the Dublin Corpora- 


tion. Leaving his car the Minister joined 


the Councillors, and a ion, headed 
by two bands playing “American airs, 
marched through the streets on the way to 
the quays. e Minister, who walked 
under the Tri-colour, the Stars and Stripes 
and the Dublin Civic Flag, -smilingly 
waved to the cheering thousands of citizens 
who lined the f ths. 

At the North Wall the party was re- 
ceived by members of the Diplomatic and 
Consular Services to the Free State, and 
the members of the huge gathering stood 
to attention as the bands played the 
American Anthem and “ The Soldier’s 
Song.” - Before he entered the British and 
Irish Steam Packet Company's shed Mr. 
Owsley turned to the crowd and said: 
“You are a wonderful people. In the 
name of my country men and women may 
I say; ‘Good luck; good bye; and God 
bless you’? Nobody in the world could 
have done what ‘ Alfie’ Byrne has done at 
five minutes’ notice.”’ 


A PRESENTATION 

Later, on the top deck of the Lady 
Munster Alderman Byrne presented the 
departing Minister with a silver replica 
of the Ardagh Chalice, inscribed with the 
words: “ Presented to His Excellency, 
Alvin Mansfield Owsley, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the United States to the Irish Free State, 
by the Right Hon. Alfred Byrne, T.D., 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, on behalf of the 
citizens of Dublin, in appreciation of the 
happy relations between our peoples, im- 
measurably enhanced during Your Excel- 
lency’s all too brief stay among us; and, 
regretting your departure from our shores, 
wishing you and your family good health 
and happiness and your great country 
peace. and prosperity.’’ 


Ardagh Chalice was a magnificent piece of 
work, combining classica] and ancient 
beauty with the most perfect Celtic orna- 
mentation, and was said to be of the tenth 
century. He felt, as added, that the people 
of Dublin, and his colleagues of the Dubl# 
Corporation, would wish him on tbér 
behalf to extend some  tribute® to 
Mr, Owsley because of the splendid work 
which he had done while in Ireland. 
The people would not have wished Mr. 
Owsley to leave their shores without that 
tribute, and he was happy to see so many 
representatives of the great foreign States 
present to jain in it. 

After reading the inscription the Lord

Replying, Mr. Owsley said that it was 
unpardonable to be surprised, but he had

ARMY AND NAVY

Further reports of mass arrests in 
Vladivostok and other towns in Siberia 
are contained in telegrams to-day to 
Japanese newspapers from Harbin, 
Hsinking and Mukden. 

‘According’ to the Domei Agency a 
message from Mukden states that hundreds 
of Red Army officers have been arrested

Now they have no hope, The 
one thing clear to them is that no houses 
are being built; and people in their state 
of desperation must be hard put to’ it to 
resist the conclusion that no houses will 
be built again. We are sorry for the 
Corporation, In our opinion, its formu- 
lated programme of slum clearance is not 
nearly large enough, and it has failed thus 
far to give effect even to that inadequate 
programme. Nevertheless, it has done 
useful work, and, as we gather, was pre- 
paring to do better work still this year— 
when it was bro"ght face to. face with the 
tragedy of the building strike. Inevitably 
—and unjustly—the Corporation must 
bear the blame in the eyes of the dis- 
appointed slum-dwellers; and ‘this know- 
ledge, on top of the very natural 
disappointment of its officials, who are 
genuinely anxious to speed the good work, 
must be, indeed, disheartening. Surely it 
is not impossible, as Mr. Keane implores, 
that the public programme of slum clear- 
ance should be exempted from the 
incidence of this strike, and from the possi- 
bility of future strikes: It is the biggest 
and most humane work that confronts the 
people of Dubiin.

possible at Friday's meeting, as the French 
Government has come to the conclusion 
that control must be complete or cease 
altogether. It is also understood that MI. 
Corbin, the French Ambassador, has told 
Mr. Eden that France is not agreeable to 
the suggestion that belligerent . rights 
should be granted to both parties in Spain 
if all the Powers interested co-operate in 
the withdrawal of volunteers. Another 
point is that General Franco has sent a 
new Note to some of the Powers demand. 
ing belligerent rights, and threatening 
economic reprisals against countries refus- 
ing them, It is unlikely in the circum- 
stances that any definite decision can bo 
reached on Friday, but. there are hopes 
that deliberations may continue until a 
solution of the difficulty has been found. 


The Smaller Powers 


Mr. Eden clarified the situation to a 
certain extent this afternoon; when he said 
in the House of Commons that the British 
Government have no intention of putting 
fresh proposals before the Non-Intervention 
Committee when it meets on Friday. The 
meeting of the Committee will be held at 
11 o'clock on Friday morning, and Mr. 
Eden expects to be able to give a statement 
in the House in the course of the day. In 
the Lobby this evening there was a rumour 
that the smaller Powers represented on the 
Committee are desirous that non-interven- 
tion shal] continue, and to enable this to 
be done, and to avert a breakdown of the 
discussions, It may be proposed that a new 
committee shall be formed of representa- 
tives of countries other than Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy, with a view to 
finding a compromise which may prove 
acceptable to all. 


Sir Waltord Selby Moves . 


Sir Walford Selby, who is to go to 
Lisbon from Vienna as British Ambas- 
sador, is a sound diplomatist, with a very 
wide knowledge. of political ramifications 
at home and abroad. He has béen Private 
Secretary to Mr. Ramsay, Macdonald, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, Mr. Arthur. ‘lender- 
son, Lord Reading, and Sir John Simon at 
the Foreign Office before he was given a 
post abroad. He has been much in the 
public eye this year owing to the presence 
of the Duke of Windsor in Austria, for 
several months during which time the 
Duke was frequently his guest. It may be 
recalled that Lady Selby was one of the 
few guests at the wedding of the Duke at 
the Chateau de Cande. Sir Walford Selby 
goes to Lisbon at a very delicate and 
dificult time; but he has shown such 
ability in Austria during the. past four 
years that no doubt is entertained as to 
his doing equally good work in the country 
of our oldest ally, Portugal. 


Labour Demonstrates

Mr. Herbert Morrison, leader of the 
London County Council, and Mr, A. Wall, 
of the London Trades Council, are calling 
the demonstration, and it is probable that 
the call will be answered by thousands of 
peta who wili march from the East 
nd. 


The Free State Election 


The result of the Ilrish Free State 
general election attracted much attentiou 
in political circles here, and there is much 
speculation as to the line Mr. de- Valera 


own. The greatest interest, however, is 
devoted to the result of the referendum 
on the proposed Constitution, and it is 
asked dB gean Mr. de Valera can feel 
himself justified in going on with this 
measure, when so many votes have been 
cast against it. Even Mr. de Valera 
could scarcely have expected such a show- 
ing on the part of those who definitely 
object to the severatice of all ties with 
Great Britain, and it certainly revea's 
that his hold upon the electorate of the 
Free State is not as great as some peop!e 
supposed. The view taken is that Mr. de 
Valera will have to go to the country 
again before many months are over, since 
he has been denied a majority on this 
occasion, and must remain at the mercy 
of interests which are not altogether those 
of his party. 


Trades Union Extremists 


Mr. Bevin, the Secretary of the Trans- 
port Workers’ Union, has. carried his 
point at the annual conference at Torquay, 
un alteration to the rules of the union 
being adopted whereby the executive have 
been given powers to éake disciplinary 
action when necessary against those who 
inaugurate unofficial and sporadic strikes. 
Mr. Bevin was able to make revelations 
regarding the source and inspiration of 
the left wing agitators. which startled the 
members of the conference, and convinced 
them that the recommendations of the 
executive regarding the change in the 
rules, though drastic, were justified. The 
next business before the conference is an 
inquiry into the London omnibus strike, 
and the position of the seven men alleged 
to be associated with unconstitutional 
activity. The executive will probably 
decide shortly upon the action it will take 
in regard to individuals who do not 
loyally observe the decisions of the con- 
ference.

PALESTINE

T HE Royal Commission on Pales 

tine report, which was issued 
last night, recommends the splitting 
of Palestine into a sovereign Arab 
State, a sovereign Jewish State, and 
a new permanent mandate to Britain 
for the government of Jerusalem, 
Bethlehem and Nazareth, with a 
corridor from Jerusalem to the sea, 
and. the temporary continuation of 
British _administration in Haifa, 
Acre and Tiberias. 

The Commission makes a number 
of recommendations for dealing with 
existing grievances between the 
Arabs and Jews, but state that these 
are only palliatives, and could not 
cure the deep-seated trouble. 

The firm conviction, was that the only 
hope of cure lies in a surgical operation. 


APPROVAL 


Full approval of the recommendations 
are given by the Government in a White 
Paper, which states that the Government 
are driven to the conclusion that there is 
an irreconcilable’ conflict between Arab 
and Jewish aspirations which could not 
be satisfied under the present mandate. 
The Government, therefor proposed to 
take steps. to give effect to the scheme of 
partition, pending the establishment of 
which the Government had no intention 
of surrendering their responsibility for 
peace and order. 

If serious disorders again occurred 
military intervention respecting the whole 
country would be taken if necessary. 

As an interim measure the Government 
proposed to prohibit land transactions 
which might prejudice the scheme, and 
limit Jewish immrgration to 8,000 between 
August, 1937. and March, 1938, provided 
the economic absorptive capacity’ of the 
country was not exceeded.

The Commission recommended that, in 
view of the backwardness of Transjordan,

TRANSIT OF GOODS 


The partition scheme would provide for 
the free transit of goods in bond between 
the Arab Staté and Haifa, and facilities 
for the transit of Jewish goods.

[HE following letter has been 
addressed by ‘the Acting City 
Manager of Dublin to the parties con- 


cerned in the building trades dispute : 


Dear’ Stk.—At a meeting of the City 
Council, held on Monday. last, reference 
was made to the regrettable continuance 
of the present unfortunate dispute in the 


| building trade, to its deplorable effect on 


the Corporation housing programme, and 
to the failure of the efforts which have 
been made towards its termination. 

The dispute has now lasted for twelve 
weeks, during which period the Corporation 
have not obtained possession of one. singie 
dwelling from any of their contractors, 
although numerous heads of families are 
daily attending at the offices of the 
Housing Department clamouring for 
accommodation. Even when building work 
was proceeding normally thousands of 
applicants had to be content to look for- 
ward hopefully to the day when. the 
constant. output of new houses would 
enable their cases to. be dealt with, but 
since the building of houses has stopped 
altogether it 1s impossible to give these un- 
fortunate people any indication of the date 
of their removal from the slums, and the 
position in the Housing Department has 
now become well-nigh intolerable. 


1.700 UNFINISHED HOUSES 


The members of the City Council and 
myself feel the position so acutely that we 
are compelled—on humanitarian principles 
alone—to make a further strong appeal to 
the parties in the dispute to make another 
big effort to compose their differences—at 
least to such an extent as will enable the 
Corporation housing schemes to be pro- 
ceeded with. 

The present position of.the municipal 
housing programme is that close on 1,700 
dwellings are awaiting completion by con- 
tractors. In addition, the placing of con- 
tracts for a further instalment of the pro- 
gramme appears to be held up indefinitely, 
and unless some practical measures are 
taken to end the existing deadlock and en- 
sure uninterrupted progress in the future, 
the efforts of the Corporation to increase 
the rate of output attained prior to the 
stoppage of work will inevitably be futile. 
The effect of this must be to render still 
more remote the realisation of the aims 
of the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, of the Corporation and the 
public to secure a speedy amelioration of 
the present deplorable housing conditions 
under which so many families at present 
are compelled to live. It is particularly 
disheartening to the Corporation to find 
their efforts rendered so ineffective by the 
present dispute, 


EVERYTHING READY 


The members of the Housing Committe 
and the officials of the Housing Depart- 
ment have adopted every means at their 
disposal. to «speed up the. building of 
houses. They have secured a sufficient 
number of suitable sites; they have given 
the most careful attention to the very 
difficult problem of securing alternative 
accommodation for families removed from 
the areas to be rebuilt; they have so far 
overcome the difficulties of raising money 
to carry through their programme; they 
have built up an efficient staff organisa- 
tion to cope with the intensified efforts 
necessary to achieve success in this huge 
undertaking; and; finally, they have in- 
dicated their determination to increase the 
average building output of the past few 
years by at least fifty per cent. You 
will, therefore, realise their intense. dis- 
appointment and- grave dissatisfaction at 
the continuance of a stoppage of work 
which is entirely outside their competence 
to remedy, and which, unless an imme- 
diate settlement is arrived at, bids fair to 
nullify largely the results of their 
Christian endeavour to remove, without a 
moment’s unnecessary delay, the unfor- 
tunate occupants of overcrowded and un- 
healthy tenements to houses or flats in 
which they will have a chance to bring up 
their families in clean and healthy 
surroundings, 

The Corporation claim that they have a 
definite right to demand an immediate 
resumption of work on. their housing 
schemes, They claim that their housing 
programme is absolutely distinct from 
what may be termed commercial building, 
and should receive first consideration... Un- 
doubtedly trade and commerce are 
adversely affected by the present stoppage 
in the building industry, but the housing 
of the city’s poor is a humanitarian work 
entirely divorced from the sphere of eom- 
mercial activity, and actually being 
carried out as a result of very considerable 
financial sacrifice by both taxpayer and 
ratepay«r. 


EXTREMELY GRAVE 


It is hardly necessary for me to stress 
further a condition of affairs which, at the 
present juncture, can almost be described 
as tragic. From what has been stated 
above it will be seen that the situaticn is 
grave in the extreme; and it is, therefore, 
my duty to appeal on behalf of the. Cor. 
poration Housing Committee to the parties 
concerned in the dispute to come together 
again for the purnose of arriving at such 
a settlement as will enable the Corporation 
works to be resumed without further delay. 

In accordance with the desire expressed 
by the City Council, I am to, request you 
to say if yonr Negotiating Committee will 
he prepared to meet me with a view tova 
discussion of the whole matter as a pre- 
liminary to a further joint conference 
hetween all the parties. An immediate 
reply indicating the date and time at 
which your Committee can meet me will 
be esteemed

POLICE MUCH BETTER 
OFF IN THE NORTH

Comparisons oí the rates of pay of Civic 
Guards and members of the Royal Uister 
Constabulary are made in the claim sub- 
mitted by the Representative Body of the 
Garda Siochana to the Minister for Justice, 
which is published this month in the 
Garda Heview. 

The claim states that the findings of the 
Desborough Commission, upon which the 
rates of pay for Guards and sergeants were 
fixed in 1922, “must be accepted as an 
authoritative statement of the financial posi- 
tion of policemen, and without particular 
reference to any particular period.” The 
Desborough rates continued in the Guards 
until 1924, when a 14 per cent, “cut” was 
imposed. 

espite assurances given at the time of this 
“cut.” a further reduction in the pay of 
the Garda Siochana was made in 1929, * All 
told, the reductions in 1924 and 1929 equalled 
approximately 17 per cent. of the Garda 
remuneration—a rauch greater total reduc- 
tion in basic pay than can be shown to have 
been imposed on any other section of the 
public services in this country.” 


HONESTY IN DANGER - 


‘We believe,” says the claim, “ that pro- 
bably fifty per cent. of the force are at the 
moment, and through no fault of their own, 
in debt, and that this debt position is daily 
growing worse. 

“When a policeman’s remuneration is in- 
sufficient to support himself and his family, 
and when he cannot, legitimately augment 
his resources, the danger of corruption is 
very near. With our knowledge of the Force, 
and our knowledge of the. conditions under 
which our married men, especially, are living, 
we believe that the Garda Siochana has 
reached a stage when the principles of 
honesty, which were so strongly engendered, 
are liable to break down.” 

The only fair comparison that can be made 
regarding the remuneration of the Garda 
Siochana must be with that prevailing in 
ether police forces, it is stated. 

It is admitted that the British and 
Northern Ireland police suffered with other 
State Services, although to a lesser extent, 
‘“‘cuts”’ in their pay during the economic 
crisis in 1931. The Representative Body 
draws special attention, however, to the fact 
that the ‘‘cuts’’ imposed on the British and 
Northern Irelan@ police in 1931 took the form 
of an increase in rateable deductions from 
pay, rather than any interference with the 
Desborough scales, and that the loyalty of 
these Governments to the Desborough scales 
was further evidenced by the speedy rever- 
sion to the former. scale of rateable deduc- 
tions. 

Nor can it be overlooked, the statement 
adds, that is is contended generally that the 
cost of living in the Saorstat is at the 
moment much higher than in Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and certainly the cost of 
living is higher at the moment in the Free 


State than it has been for a number of 
years. 


DISCONTENT GROWING 


|, ~The claim draws attention to many disabili- 
ties suffered by the Civic Guards as com- 
pared with other members of the community, 
such as their not being able to take part in 
house purchase schemes owing to the con- 
ditions of service including transfer from 
county to county. 

The Representative Body is confident that 
““the Government will not be oblivious of the 
fact that actual and growing discontent exists 
in the Garda Siochana. This discontent 
owes. its origin mainly to the belief that 
two successive Governments have been di- 
interested in the welfare of their police, 
coupled with the apenas difficulty of the 
ordinary sergeant or garda to meet their 
financial obligations.”
